It is with great pleasure that we present here the finest varieties of Gladioli of both 
American and foreign origin. This past summer we have spent many days in the 
gardens and in our exhibition rooms selecting those varieties most worthy of inclusion 
in this catalog. The lists presented in these pages are the finest offerings of the Gladiolus 
world today. 


No flowers are more valuable in the midsummer and autumn gardens than the 
Gladioli. Their uses are unlimited. The great range of colors, with their myriad shad- 
ings, enables them to play a part in all garden pictures, and by careful selection of 
varieties and a little thought when planting, they will lend themselves to a continuous 
decorative background until late in the fall. 


Gladioli will give satisfactory results in any good garden soil. The “bulb” of a 
Gladiolus is called a corm. The depth of planting for the corms differs with the char- 
acter of the soil. The lighter the soil the deeper the corms should be set, and in dry 
seasons this deep planting is of great advantage, as it insures a cool and more or less 
moist environment for the roots. Deep planting has the further advantage of very 
largely doing away with the necessity of staking. In heavy, moist soils, however, there 
is danger in too deep planting, as the soil may become too wet and cause the young 
shoots, and even the corms, to decay. 


For the cutting garden the general method is to plant from the earliest days in spring 
until late June, according to the dates you wish them to bloom, in rows from 11% to 
4 feet apart depending upon the method of cultivation to be employed. Dig a trench 
5 inches deep and 2 inches wide at the bottom. Place the corms on the bottom of the 
trench 3 to 5 inches apart and then fill with soil. They will bloom within 214 to 3 
months after planting. 


For flower borders they can be used in clumps of five or ten amongst other flowers 
and plants. 


Gladioli like plenty of air and sunshine, conditions under which they will grow to 
perfection. In dry seasons they should be thoroughly watered; a little sprinkling in 
the evening is of only slight benefit. Give them a thorough soaking so that the soil is 
wet 5 inches deep and then leave them alone for a week. 


Cultivate after every rain or watering; keeping the surface of the soil loose and open 
and giving the nitrogen a chance to get into the soil. 


Do not plant Gladioli in the same ground many years in succession. New ground 
each year is best. Do not use horse manure as fertilizer. Ground fertilized with decom- 
posed cow manure the previous year is best. 


Unpack the bulbs as soon as received and give them a thorough airing. Keep in a 
good dry cellar until ready to plant. 


OUR GLADIOLUS CORMS REACH YOU ABSOLUTELY FREE FROM THRIPS 


While our Gladioli are grown absolutely free from thrips and disease, for positive 
insurance we subject them to special treatment with a dusting of D.D.T. powder as 
recommended by the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture before shipping, and caution buyers 
to keep new corms away from old stock as thrips are easily transmitted from old corms, 
tools, clothing, etc.

THIS SELECTION is arranged in conformity with the new classification adopted by 
the American Gladiolus Society. All varieties marked “Exhibition” are especially 
suitable for exhibition purposes. Varieties marked “Decorative” produce florets meas- 
uring over 314, inches in diameter. In selecting these varieties, special stress is laid on 


their value for decorative purposes. “Small Flowered” produce florets measuring less 


than 31% inches across. They are especially selected for their decorative value, for use in bowls and for table decorations. 
This class includes the type previously listed as “Primulinus.” 


Varieties marked “Early” bloom in from 70-80 days. Those marked “Mid-season” come into flower in 85-95 days, while 


those marked “Late” take a few days longer to bloom.

Native plants and orchids 
planted with them are supplied with the necessary shade 
in summer and when the foliage decomposes it gives the 
required plant food needed by these native plants. We 
are grouping and briefly describing the following as the 
most likely to succeed in various situations.

AURATUM. There is a lingering charm about the garden 
in August. One feels the sense of departing beauty and 
hurries to enjoy what color and fragrance kind Summer 
has left in her flight. One of the best of all her legacies is 
‘““Auratum,” the golden-rayed lily of Japan, which was 
discovered on the slopes of snow-capped Fujiyama, grow- 
ing wild and untouched in all the glory of its beauty. 


This is one of the noblest of all lilies, favoring a cool, 
thin woodland where it is damp at the roots. Not a wood- 
land plant in the sense that it grows in the thick of the 
forests, but it flourishes on the fringes of the woods, in 
elades and clearings, always among vegetation, which, 
while screening the lower part of the stem and keeping 
the ground cool, leaves the sun free to play on the blooms. 
Given the necessary conditions of shelter (for exposure 
to cold wind invites disease) and of half shade, it can be 
grown in well-prepared holes in other soils. 


These holes may be 4 to 6 feet deep, filled with a mix- 
ture of well-drained peat, and sharp sand, or sandy loam, 
leaf mold and rubbish-heap burnings, with some well- 
rotted manure. Another excellent place to grow these lilies 
is a rhododendron or azalea bed, or any other bed where 
the soil is cool and peaty, and where the young growths 
will be protected by something bushy. 


Auratum is one of the lilies that, in addition to the roots 
that issue from the bulb, has other roots at the base of 
the stem. It should, therefore, be planted deeply, as much 
as 12 inches, in order to insure that the upper rooting sys- 
tem, which nourishes the growing stem, should be well 
under ground. 


In addition to deep planting, a surface mulching of 
well-rotted manure to keep the ground cool and give nutri- 
ment, and frequent watering, both to supply moisture to 
the soil and to wash in the goodness of the mulch, are 
desirable for the welfare of the plants. Never plant in 
soil containing lime. A veritable “Peacock among Lilies” 
and very robust. Illustration, page 22. We offer imported 
Korean grown bulbs only.

The cultivation of this Lily lays no great tax on the 
resources or ingenuity of the planter, and its requirements, 
once understood, it may be relied upon to prosper, sending 
up its flowering stems year after year in increasing num- 
bers; while Speciosum will grow in limy soil, there can be 
no doubt that it is more at home in ground that is free from 
lime, and it may be grown to perfection in a rich, open 
woodland.
